In response to the Office Action mailed July 13, 2005, kindly amend the subject 
application as follows:

While one of skill in the art, at the time the application was filed, might have been motivated to 
combine the teachings of Mathew et al. with those of Read et al., applicant submits that the 
combined teachings would not have led one of skill in the art to reasonably believe that 
furosemide alone could be successfully employed in the treatment of migraine. It was not until 
applicant's elucidation of the role of Na^^Cl" cotransporter antagonists in modulating 
(reducing) the synchronization of neuronal population activity that is associated with seizure 
disorders and migraine headaches, that one of ordinary skill in the art would have had any 
reasonable expectation that Na*K + 2Cr cotransporter antagonists, such as furosemide, would be 
effective in treating migraine headaches and symptoms. 

It is urged that neither the teachings of Mathew et al. nor those of Read et al., taken either 
singly or in combination, would have rendered the presently claimed methods obvious to one of 
skill in the art at the time the application was filed, and that the rejection of claims 25, 26, 33, 39, 
40 and 53-55 under 35 USC § 103(a) may thus be properly withdrawn.
